— The most 
yet made in the* Beclitel murder tria1 


came this morning from Captain Jas 
L. Schaadt, counsel for the defense 
who in cross-examination of the first 
•witness of the day, Jennie Coitrsrt, said 
that it was his purpose to prove at 
the proper time, that Jfabe* Eechtel 
was not hilled at her home, as claim- 
ed by the prosecutor, but that she tvas 
murdered at a road house 
between 


this city and Bethlehem, six miles 
awa.v. He did not indicate what evi- 
dence he had in substantiation of his 
claim. Miss Conrad simply testified 
to a call that Mabel Bechtel and Weis- 
enberger had paid her on that Sunday 
night. 


Allentown, Pa., Jan. 16— The trial ot 


Mrs. Catherine Bechtel, charged with 
being an accessory after the fact to 
the murder of her daughter, Mabel, 
was continued and a number of wit- 
nesses were examined. 


No important evidence however, was 


elicited to thrown light upon the mys- 
tery of the girl's death. 


Bechtel; is strenuously 
endeavoring 


not alone to acquit his client, but to 
lemove from the memory of her son, 
Thomas, the suicide, the stigma of be- 
ing the murderer of his sister. This 
was indicated several times on. his 
cross-examination of witnesses for the 
commonwealth 


At the present rate of progress the 


case will drag over into next week 
The experts on bloodstains will likely 
be called. Both sides are well fortified 
with expert talent- 


Rev. W. W. Esbach corroborated 


Coroner Schierer"s evidence as to Ma- 
bel's clothes, wounds, etc. He said a 
round, corrugated instrument, struck 
at right angles, caused the wound on 
the forehead. All wounds but the lat- 
ler could have been self-inflicted 
Death, ne said was due to a fractured 
skull. 


Police Chief Eastman recited his 


connection with the cise, describing 
the condition of the body, gave Mrs. 
Bechtel's version of the affair, 
and 


stated that Tom Becbtel said the over- 
alls lying in Miller's yard were his. 
Witness told 
of finding the blood- 


stained garments and articles in liie

Four years ago the daughters 
of himself and his wife, by their form- 
er marriages, came to dive with them 
and Shaw quit gambling.

Czar Nicholas Holds in His Hand the Destiny of Two 


Powers, Russia and Japan. 


News From Various Points in Europe Today Continues Diverse—Hopeful 


Bulletin From St. Petersburg But Tokio Dispatches Indicate That 


War is Inevitable—Will Russia Yield to Japan's Demands?

St. Petersburg, Jan. 16.—The Novoe 


"Vrcinha today states that telegrams 
from Vlartivostock and Port Arthur 
leport that the highest official Quar- 
ters in these places are now convinced 
that the crisis in the far Bast has 
passed and that peace is assured. An 
early agreement between Russia and 
Japan regarding their respective in- 
fluence in Korea and Manchuria is ex- 
pected. 


London, Jan. 16—-The eyes of all the 


liplomatic world are today turned to- 
ward St. Petersburg, from which place 
t now appears certain that the verdict 
which mears peace or war, will come, 
t has oeen expected for pome weeks 
mst that the first sign of hostilities or 


>f peace would be seen at Tokio, but 
diplomatists today recognize the fact 
hat Czar Nicholas of Russia holds in 
lis hand the temporary destiny of the 


•svo powers which are today carrying 
MI a diplomatic war over Korea and 
Manchuria. 
Should his majesty say 


seace the Russian reply to Japan's 


last note will be conciliatory in the 
extreme; the demand for a neutral 
zone in northern Korea, the sticking 
point at present, will be dropped, or 
at least greatly moderated; the Japan- 
ese rights in Korea will be fully recog- 
nized; and every point of importance 
at issue between 
the two countries 


v/ill lie settled by n reasonable com- 
rromise on the part of each. On the 
other hand, should the autocrat at St. 
Petersburg issue a fiat for war, a clash 
will immediately follow. 


News from the various points in Eu- 


rope this morning continues diverse. 
From Tokio comes a report- that war 
is considered inevitable in many quar- 
ters, and that the peace party is los- 
ing its hoIJ. 


The K'iief in Berlin continues op- 


timist"?, the officials of the govern- 
ment maintaining that the outlook is 
better today than it has been since the 
discussion began. 


Dispatches from Pekin today indi- 


cate that the mandarins are consider- 
ably at sea as to the condition of af- 
fairs. 
One hopeful sign there is the 


decision of the government of China • 
to maintain an attitude of strict neu- 
trality whatever the outcome. This 
attitude, it has been poiiited out makes 


the situation more difficult for Russia, 
inasmuch as the Char's forces would 
naturally depend on China for bases 
of supplies and an attitude of neutral- 
ity on the Dart of China would make 
it necessary for Russia 10 draw ail her 
supplies from home. 


Suez Jan. 16—The Japanese cruiser 


Nisshm sailed for Pekin this morning. 
The Russia battleship Oslyabya and 
the British criuser King Alfred also 
left Suez. The other Russian vessels 
here are awaiting orders. 


Vladivostock, Jan. 1C—A rumor is 


current here today that all the powers 
have sent messages to the Japanese 
government urging the maintenance of 
a statu quo in the far easr. 


Berlin, Jan. 1C— (Buleltin)—II was 


stated at the foreign office today that 
the officials anticipated that Russia 
would abandon the diplomatic position 
she had taken and would concede all 
the essentials in Japan's demands as 
soon as a dignified form or retreat was 
found.

Mayor's Office, City of Newark, O. 


To the Trustees of Memorial Auditor- 


ium and J. B Rosebraugh, Manager: 
"Whereas, the Board of Public Safety 


have reported to me as follows: 


The gallery is a trap, escape from

sides of the same should be built up 
so that it would be impossible 10 fall 
over. It should be built at such an 
angle that rlanger from falling wouls 
be eliminated. The tread of the steps 
should fce wider, and the steps should 
be wide enough to perniit the dcscert 
of two persons together. 


It would try the nerve of the ordin- 


ary person to make the descent of the 
present fire escape and tne pushing o? 
a panic stricken crowd in case of a fire 
would result very disastrously. 
The 


fire escape from the balcony to the 
ground is wider and affords conven- 
ient and safe means of egress for that 
place. But the escape from the gaj 
lery should be detached and made sep- 
arate.

First of the Kind in Ohio—It Grows 


Out of the Result of Lippincott's 


Charges. 


' Mayor A. J. Crilly has given notice 
to F A Bolton and T. M. Ball, direc 
tors of Public Safety, that there will 
be an investigation of their depart- 
ment, beginning next Wednesday aft- 
ernoon at 1 o'clock before him. 


This is the first investigation of the 


kind ever held in Ohio, and is provid- 
ed for by section 109 of the new mu- 
nicipal code which went into 
effect 


last May. It provides as follows: 


"The Mayor or any one appointed 


by him shall investigate all rules pre- 
scribed by the Board of Public Safety, 
and the conduct and action of the ap- 
pointees in such department. * * 
In the course of such investigation tne 
mayor or such appointee shall have 
power to administer oaths. * * * 
to secure by subpoena both the attend- 
ance and testimony of witnesses and 
the production of boons and ^papers 
relevant to such investigation." 


City Solicitor Pmythe -will prescute 


the investigation, arn the directors ct 
Public Safety may make any arrange- 
ments they wish for their defense. 
' The investiealion was ordered by 
the mayor as a result of the charges 
of Frank Uppincott. stage manager at 
TUP Auditorium that a city fireman was 
on the stasie at one time last season 
in an intoxicated condition. While it 
will have special reference to the fire 
department other departments will al- 
so come under the scope of the investi- 
gation. If the res-ill of the inquiry de- 
velops any irregularities or malfeas- 
ance, specific charges will be preferred 
and the guilty persons will be brought 


Today is the last of the big poultry 


show in the Music Hall, which will 
close this evening, after having been 
•\isited by hundreds of people during 
the two days exhibition. This is the 
first show of the kind ever given in 
Licking county, and the interest that 
has been displayed augurs well for 
any future effort along this line. The 
Licking County Poultry Pet Stock and 
Dog Association under whose auspices 
the exhibition was given, has gained 
a great impetus and the individual 
members, who showed birds, have 
sained much valuable experience and 
many expert suggestions which may 
be acted upon with profit and satis- 
faction. 


Nearly every bird shown during the 


two days was a product of Licking 
county, and the scoring was most sat- 
isfactory, all things considered. The 
inexperience of the exhibitors had 
much to do with most of the low 
scores made. For instance, in most 
every case the bird was underweight 
and many suffered several points on 
this defect, which could have been 
easily avoided. In one case a bird thai 
scored 86 out of a possible hundred 
was cut seven points on weight. Haa 
he been in condition he would have 
scored 93, a most creditable showing 
The exhibitors showed ignorance in 
conditioning their birds not only in 
weight but in appearance. Many had 
their wings clipped and lost on this. 


T. B. Orr, secretary of the National 


Poultry Association, was in Newark 
and scored the exposition. He is an 
expert judge and a practical and ex- 
perienced breeder of poultry, and is 
considered authority on the subject 
Mr. Orr said Friday evening before 
leaving for Pittsburg:
